FOREIGN AFFAIRS, - 


Couflantirople, April 16._Jeyen Mehemmed Bathaw, who 
diftinguifh’d-himfelf in the laft War in Hungary, is 
made Governor-General of Natolia, and Generaliilimo 
of the Ttoops which the Grand Signor is affembling in 
the Neighbourhood of Kars. He is to have under his 
Command’ 22 Bathaw's of two Tails of the Department of 
Bofnia, 12,000 Troops of the fame Province, known by 
the Name of Erlad-Fatihau, (Sons of Victor) ) befides 
feveral Thoufand Timariots, Albanians and Salonicans 
and°30 Colonels, who are to have 1000 Men each under 





their Command: The whole will make up an Army of 








60,000 Men. The Vizier Achmet Bathaw, who was 
Generaliflimo in the Neighbourhood of Kars, has been 
appointed Governor of Aleppo, and made Generaliffimo 
in Diarbekir ; and is to have under his Command 15 
Pathaws of two Tails, with 15,000 Troops of the Go- 
vernment of Natolia, 15,000 Men more divided into 
Bodies of 1000 Men each, and the Companies of Serden- 
Guetelfis, or Forlorn-hope ; all which will form an 
Army of above jo,coo Men. Huflein-Bahhaw, Go- 
vernor of Van, is appointed to have under him eight 
Rathaws of two Tails, with a Body of 18,000. Men, in 
which there will be four Colonels of Horfe, exch com- 
manding 1000 Men, befides a Body of 4000 Foot, and 
the Companies of the Forlorn-Hope. Befides thofe three 
Armies, 12,000 Men are order’d to march with all ‘pof- 
fible Diligence to the Frontiers of Perfia. The Grand 
Signor has defired to have the Opitiion of Bafhaw ben- 
neval on thefe Difpofisions, and fent two Capichi- 
Ba fhaws to his Country Houfe near this City, the great 
Age and Ififirmities of this Bafhaw not allowing him to 
ftir any more Abroad. 

Nice, Atay 13. The Infant Don Philip went the roth 
Inftant on board the Ferme, a French Man of War of 76 
Guns, commanded by Capt. de Lage, who has put into 
\ i iafranca with twooiher Men of War; his Royal High- 
refs returs’d hither the fame Day, and the rith order’d 
his Troops 10 hold themfelves in readinefs to march ; 
purfuant to which his Houfhold Troops came and en- 
camp'd yefterday in the Neighbourhood. of this City, 
with four Regiments of Cavalry, four of Diagoons, and 
fome Infantry. Marfhal Maillebois is expected here 
this Week, to fettle with Don Philip the Operations of 
the Campaign. This General’s Army confifts of 42 
Eaitalions and 35 Squadrons, 

Geroa, May 20. The Army commarided by the Duke 
of Modena and Count Gage came and took Poit the 
roth Inftant in the Neighbourhood of Spezzia, and 
ha.ted there in order to receive a Supply of Provifions. 
It has fince continu’d its March as far as the River 
Be%gno, within a League of this Capital, where, it’s 
thought, it will halt cll General Count Gage has re- 
ce.v'd Advice of the Motions that Don Philip is vo 
make to facilitate the Junction of the two Armies, 
which is to be made near Seitri. 

Prince Lobkowitz’s Army coafted the Spaniards in 
the Lunegiana, but without being able to break in upon 
them, and is now in the Dutchy of Placentia, from 
wihience it may enter the Tortoneze in Cafe of Need. 

Letters from Nice of the 36th Inftant fay, that the 
Remainder of the Trcops from Savoy and Catalonia, 
_are arriv’d, and that it was thought the Army would 
begin its March the 17th or 18th. 

Legl orn, Atay 15. The Mafter of a Ship arriv’d a few 
Diys fince from the Streights reports, that unto the 3d 
of chis Month the Men oF War under Admiral Rowley 
had taken 27 Frenth and Spanifh Veifels; that this 
Admiral continu’d cruizing off Almeria and Cartha- 
gena ; and that his Fleet confifted of 40 Sail, three of 

rhich had been fent towards Cadiz, to intercept the 
Ships going in ard out of that Port. 

Three Englith Men of War have been cruizing for 
fome tme paft along this Coaft and that of Genoa. 
Three others that came imto our Harbour with two 
RB: @ > Ketches, have put to Sea again, to convoy fe- 
verui Vetlels freighted with Provifiens 5’ but the Bomb- 
Kertches remain here. 


We hear that the Inhabitants of the Mountains and ° 


Valley of Graffignano have taken up Arms in favour 
of the Duke of Modena, their Sovereign. 

Drefden, May 26. The Count de Vaugrenant has not 
yet hired a Houfe here ; fo thar it is prefum’d his Ex- 
cellency will make no Jong Stay at this Court. Weex- 
pect important News from Silefia, the King’s Troops, 
which have actually march’d out of their Canionments, 
being to enter that Province along with the Auftrians, 
as foon as the Duke of Saxe-Weiilenfels arrives, 

Ratisben, May 27. We have juft receiv’d Advice, that 
the Army under the Veldt Marfhal Count Traun has at 
Jaft begun its March, after having been join’d by the 
Rody of Troops that encamp’d between Poetmes and 
#4 n. This Army files off in four Columns, and takes 
its Route towards Mergentheim by the Places mention’d 
in our laft. 

The Heffian Troops have depofiied their Arms, until 
further Orders from their Court. They march’d in three 
Columns to Ingolftadt, which they enter’d, one Com- 
pany afier another, Drums beating and Colours flying, 
and there their Arms were laid up in the Arfenal, with 
their Colours, Artillery, Ammunition, &c. Part of 
thefe Troops are lodg’d in the Caferns of the Town, and 
the Reft encamp on the Glacis: A numerous Garrifun 
has been left at Ingolftadt to watch over them. 





We hear from Augfbourg, that the Bankers o that 
City have remitted to the Court of Munich £ 20,002 
Crowns, for the firft Term of the Subfidy granted by the

Francfort, Aiay 30. The French have now quite eva- 
cuated Weteravia: Part of them have taken Poft on 
the Mayn, and the Reft on both Sides of the Rhine:

Vierna, May 22. The Grand Dutke’s Departure for the 
Empite, remains fix’d for the 28th Inftant, as hath byen 
f2id aleady. M. Van Stang, Privy Counfelfor of the 
Coun of Bohemia, as been appointed Secretary of the 
Embaffy at the Dyet of Election, and will fet out for 
Francfort the 25th Inftant: M, de Prandau, third Em- 
baffador Plenipotentiary, will take the fame Route a few 
Days arier; but the .wo other Lmbailadors will not fer 
out ’till the rsth of fune. 2

But it is imagin’d the greareft Miracle this 
Saint-Itenerant perform’d, was on himfelf, in convert- 
ing hisOatmeal inio Cake, and transforming his Watery 
into Wine; a comfortable Metamorphofis for a diftrefs'd 
North Brion. He alfo cures Diftempers of the Body 
as well as of the Mind ; for he commonly kills the one 
with his Drugs, to fave the other by his Doétrine ; 
haftening them out of a troublefome World to Paradife, 
It iefaid, that no lefs than 15 Scoich Emiffaries, encou- 
ng’d by the Succefs of their Brethren there, are now 
niarching like Woodcocks from the fame Parts to the 
South, expecting to find out like fruitful Paftures in the 
Weft, verily believing thar to be the Promis’d Land, 
that there they fhall lay down their Packs in Peace, 
afier a toilfome Filgrimage, and, I:ke Bunyan’s Chriftian 
travelling to Ferufal m, throw off their Burdens, and 
feed their locks by the Waters of Jordan.
